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RECORD OF TOWN MEETING 
Dunbarton, N. H., March 10, 1931. 


Meeting called to order and warrant read by the Moderator, 
John W. Farrar. 

By consent of the meeting proceeded to take action on 
Article 14 in the warrant. 

Motion made by John G. Pride. 

We appropriate the sum of $3,500 available any time after 
the town meeting in 1931, and drawn as needed, for the pur- 
pose of extending the Electric Light line to the following 
projects. The allotments to each as follows: 


$400 for what can be known as the Stark project. 
$400 for the Marky project. 

$1,200 for the Long Pond project. 

$1,500 for the East Dunbarton project. 


In case any or all of these projects fail of completion in 
1931, it is agreed that the allotments to these several projects 
remain in the treasury and be a liability against the town for 
this purpose only, for three years or until the town meeting 
in 1934, to be then dealt with by vote of the town. 

A committee of five to meet with the Public Service Com- 
mission to get the best possible terms for the benefit of the 
town. 

Chose for committee: Henry Milburn, David Story, Charles 
Meekins, Frank E. Garvin, John M. Stark. 

Amendment offered by Iru M. Waite. That this motion, 
if carried, to become effective when, and if, after consultation 
with legal authorities, the action of the town is found legal. 
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Amendment to amendment, offered by Albert L. Grant. 
That if the action of the town in appropriating money is 
found illegal, that enough street lights be installed on these 
projects to make said action legal. 

Upon a division of the house, the vote was, 64 yes; 44 no, 
in favor of the motion with amendments. 

Motion by Frank E. Garvin to add $1,000 to the appro- 
priation for extending Electric Light lines, for a project for 
the Waite District, under the same conditions as embodied in 
the previous motion. 

Amendment offered by John G. Pride to add $50 per year 
for an extension of an electric light line to Henry Wight’s. 

Motion on amendment lost. 

Amendment to Frank E. Garvin’s motion, offered by John 
G. Pride, to appropriate $50 per year for a line to Charles 
Weatherbee’s. 

Motion passed as amended. 

Upon motion of John B. Ireland, voted to take a recess 
of 45 minutes. 

Proceeded to take up the order of business under Article 1, 
Election of Town Officers. 

Upon motion made by Weston P. Lord, voted to instruct 
the Moderator to cast one vote for David M. Hadley for 
Town Clerk. 

The Moderator then cast one vote for David M. Hadley, 
who was declared elected and in open meeting took the oath 
of office. 

Upon motion of Weston P. Lord, voted to instruct the Clerk 
to cast one vote for John Bunton for Town Treasurer. 

The Clerk then cast one vote for John Bunten, who was 
declared elected.

Upon motion made by Iru M. Waite, voted to instruct the 
Clerk to cast one vote for Eugene 8. Tucker for Library 
Trustee for three years. 

The Clerk then cast one vote for Eugene 8. Tucker, who 
was declared elected, and in open meeting took the oath of 
office. 

Upon motion of Frank E. Garvin, voted to instruct the 
Moderator to cast one vote for David M. Hadley for Trustee 
of Trust Funds for three years.

Chose for Surveyors of Wood and Lumber—Walter C. Black- 
man, Abraham L. Burnham, John W. Farrar. 


Upon motion made by Frank E. Garvin, voted to 
raise $3,000 to defray town charges for the ensuing year. 

Upon motion made by John G. Pride, voted to take up 
Article 19 in the warrant. 


Art. 19. Upon motion by Alfred Earle, voted to adopt the 
Australian Ballot System in voting hereafter for the town 
officers, required by law to be elected by ballot. 

Upon a division of the house, 65 voted Yea; 48 voted No. 


Art. 3. Upon motion made by Frank E. Garvin, voted 
to raise $2,700 for Town Highways. 

Upon motion made by Harold L. Burnham, voted to in- 
struct the Selectmen to turn over $1,000 of the surplus in the 
treasury to the Highway Department. Said sum to be used 
for a permanent improvement road. 


Upon motion made by Weston P. Lord, voted that the Road 
Agent cooperate with the Selectmen in expending the money 
appropriated for permanent improvement road. 


Art. 4. Upon motion made by Frank E. Garvin, voted to 
raise $898.50 for State Aid Construction. 


Arr. 5. Upon motion made by Iru M. Waite, voted to 
raise $1,800 for State Aid Maintenance.

Since last year’s report our record of attendance has im- 
proved until it is very nearly as good as the average of the 
state as a whole. Tardiness, also, has become less, and in all 
schools except Dunbarton Centre there is a splendid record 
in this respect. 
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This present year, the Waite is our smallest school, with 
only eight pupils enrolled. Next year it seems likely to be 
still smaller. 


ScHOOL BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 


South Dunbarton has taken its turn at school repairs this 
year. New windows have been added, and provided with 
washable window shades. The schoolroom has been repainted 
a light buff color, and equipped with one new blackboard. 
The passageway to the toilets has been separated from the 
woodshed, so the children need no longer be in danger of a 
falling woodpile. 

The Waite school has a new concrete doorstep, and Monta- 
lona a substantial woven wire fence around the playground 
in place of the barbed wire which is contrary to law in New 
Hampshire. 

For the Centre school, a few new seats were purchased. 
Two of our schools are now equipped with modern adjustable 
seats and desks. The desks at the Waite and Montalona 
schools are badly worn, and should be replaced as soon as 
funds permit. 


Music SUPERVISION 


Three districts, Dunbarton, Weare and Henniker, have 
combined to secure the services of a music supervisor for the © 
present year. We have employed Lucile Thompson, a grad- 
uate of the music course at Keene Normal School. She 
spends one day of each week in Dunbarton, two in Henniker 
and two in Weare. In my opinion, and I believe also in the 
opinion of the teachers, she has proved herself very capable, 
and is securing excellent results. 


THE GEORGE WASHINGTON BICENTENNIAL 


February 22 of this year marked the two hundredth anni- 
versary of the birth of our first President. To plan a fit 
commemoration of the event, there has been appointed by act 
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of Congress the George Washington Bicentennial Commiss- 
ion, which stands ready to cooperate with educators and other 
local workers in a celebration which shall last from February 
22 till Thanksgiving Day, 1982. 

Much material has been prepared by the Commission and is 
available for the use of teachers. A large framed picture of 
Washington is being provided for each school. Celebration 
of this anniversary should include special instruction regard- 
ing the life of Washington, as well as special public programs 
in his honor. 


COMMUNITY COOPERATION 


In my last report, I suggested that Dunbarton people visit 
schools more often. It is gratifying to note that the number 
of visits by citizens has increased since that time, from 132 
to 208. Your interest is much appreciated. Let’s make the — 
record still better. 

Another suggestion made last year related to the record 
of tardiness in our schools; and our children and their parents 
certainly should be given credit for the fact that in 1931 
every school in town reported fewer tardinesses than the year 
before. This is another good record to be maintained. 

The Dunbarton Community Club this year is making plans 
for a public speaking contest for the pupils in Grades 7 and 
8 of our schools. We are grateful for their helpful interest, 
as shown by this project.
